_ to werk at agriculture as their voca- | 
tion in life.” 

Mr. Dunning said that naturally

Wie was not an 
udvocate of Such a course, because he 
realized its futiliiy, its impossibility,

“T can,” said Mr, Dunning, ‘“under- 
stand the indisposition of a British in- 
eusirial worker to go to Canada where 

farming represents the main work to 
be.done. But it is hard to-understand 
the attitude of mind which is iNus- 
trated by ihe question. ‘What will 
“the Government do for us if we go 
there?’ 1 am convinced of this, that 
‘while the Government may do much 
in the way of advice and. help’ for 
those who are willing to help them-: 
_felyes, no Government can confer on 
a manor a woman the‘virtues of self-. 
reliance and initiative, which the emi- 
grant to a new land must possess if 
he is going (o succeed. If any man 
or woman in ‘England contemplates 
going to Westérn Canada to lean upon 
the state or province, l am very pleas- 
ed to invite’ him or her to stay at 
home.

UNITED STATES IMMIGRATION 
Mt LAW WILL BENEFIT CANADA 


The United States immigration 
quota law. which came into effect at 
the beginning ‘of July will have a ten- 
dency to divert immigration. toward 
Canada. That law does not place any. 
restraint upon the immigration of 
Canadian born citizens, into the United 
States, but it does restrict immigrants 
into Canada fiom crossing the border 
as they have sometimes been wont to 
‘do in the past, since this country. has 
| been the’ stopping off point of many. 
Europeans who intended gopner or 
later to make their permanent home 
in the United States,” says The Can- 
adian Bank of Commerce. in © their 
Monthly Commercial Letter.’

The priests of Peru 
are said to have buried approximately 
$100,000,000 worth of treasure to pre- 
serve it from the clutches of.thelr per- 
secutors. None of this has-been found. 
The tombs of the old kings of Egypt 
were treasure houses, immense quanti-- 
ifes of gold and jewels ‘being interred 
with them.™ It has been estimated 
by historians that Alexander the Great 
became the master of great hoards of.
